“Harvesting is in full 
swing pracj 
•tically 
all over 
Pennsylvania 
and 
much threshing is being done in the 
fields, probably 
more than 
ever be­ 
fore,” said Secretary of Agriculture 
Rasmussen Wednesday in discussing 
the crop conditions in Pennsylvania. 
“There is 
a shortage of 
labor in 
some sections, but I have covered a 
number of counties and have 
found 
farm ers hard at work getting in tho 
grain. There has been a tremendous 
acreage in 
wheat and rye this yea” 
in the southern and central counties 
and while there have been reports 01 
dam age done by rust and pests it will 
be impossible 
to tell ju st 
what has 
happened. 
Often predictions 
of loss 
made when the grain is in the fields 
are not borne out when the threshing 
is done. It looks odd in some sections I 
to see the fields cleared of wheat with­ 
out it being shocked.
